For  cqld  Russian  tea,  take  4  tegspoon- 
fols  of  tea,  4  cups  boiling  wahff,  4  slices 
lemon.  Some  people  prefer  tbe  tea 
stronger,  and  2  teaspoonfuls  of  tea  may 
be  used  for  each  cap  of  water;  1  or  t 
blocks  of  sugar  may  be  used.  To  serve, 
the  glass  must  be  filled  tbrce-qoarters 
full  of  orauked  ice;  a  slice  of  lemon  ia 
placed  on  top,  and  tbe  hot  tea  is  poured 
over  tbe  whole.

Pyretbrum,  also  called  Persian 
insect  powder,  ia  on  sale  at  drug  stores 
and  elsewhere.

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Tbe  medicine  bags  of  Navsjoea,  Zunia 
and  Apacbea,  all  kindred  tribes  in  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona,  contain  a  curious 
powder,  known  as  corn  pollen  or  bod- 
dentin.  Tbia  powder,  which  is  tbe  pol¬ 
len  cf  a  rush,  and  also  of  maize,  appears 
to  be  used  aa  a  medicine,  being  eaten 
by  the  sick  and  pat  ou  the  bead  or  other 
part*  to  ease  pain,  but  principally  as  a 
sacred  offering  to  tbe  sun  and  moon 
and  aa  a  sanctifier  of  everything.  A 
pineb  of  it  is  thrown  toward  the  sun 
and  then  toward  tbe  four  winds  for 
help  in  war  or  the  chase,  ia  put  on  tbe 
trail  of  a  snake  to  prevent  barm  from 
it,  placed  on  tbe  tougae  of  the  tired 
banter  as  a  restorative,  bang  in  bags 
round  the  necks  of  infanta  aa  a  preserv¬ 
ative  and  sprinkled  on  the  dead.  In 
fact,  every  action  of  these  Indians  is 
sanctified  by  this  powder,  so  tbat,  aa 
Captain  Bourke  writes  in  tbe  ninth 
volume  of  ”Tbe  Report  of  tbe  Bureau 
of  Ethnology”  (Smithsonian),  “plenty 
of  boddeutiu  has  come  to  mean  that  a 
particular  performance  or  place  is  sa¬ 
cred.  ” 

Captain  Boorke  shows  many  analogies 
to  tbe  use  of  this  sacred  powder  both 
in  ttie  east  and  among  the  aucicnt 
Greeks  and  Romans,  aud  it  ia  clear  tbat 
similar  practices  with  regard  to  “med¬ 
icine” — tbat  ia,  magic — have  prevailed 
everywhere  and  iu  all  ages,  for  super¬ 
stition  seems  to  be  the  universal  heri¬ 
tage  of  man,  so  deeply  ingrained  in  his 
very  nature  that  all  tbe  efforts  of  phi¬ 
losophers  and  “thirteen"  clubs  will  not 
avail  to  root  it  out.  Medicine  bags  or 
amulets  will  coutinae  to  be  worn  open¬ 
ly  or  secretly  not  only  by  the  wild  In¬ 
dian  and  tbe  Kaffir,  but  by  muny  among 
ourselves  who  cling  to  the  beliefs  hand¬ 
ed  down  probably  from  remote  prehis¬ 
toric  ages. — Chambers’  JonrnaL
